the engraving. The only authority that he had any right to wear the 
Garter is a '' stupendous commission or warrant which remains in the 
Office of the Signet/* {Lodgers Portraits of Illustrious Personages, 
Vol. VU. No. 18, 8vo. 1827), executed by Charles I. on the 1st of 
April, 1644, neither Ashmole nor Beltz make any mention of his 
investiture, nor is there any notice of it on his coffin plate. 

Henry Somerset, third Marquis of Worcester, was born in 1629,
